HAIFA ART NOTES 


Prize Winning Plans. for 


HE prize winning plans in 
the Architects’ Competi- 
tion for the building of the 
new Kirya in Jerusalem are 


now on show at the Haifa 
Technical College. The 2,000 
dunam site lies in a dior 


formed by the Beth Hakerem, 
Ratei Hs ums Tel Aviv and 
Bezalel Roads, with Katamon 
to the south, and is intended 
te serve as the seat of Go- 
vernmment for a population of 
five million. Such a large piece 
of land, slightly smaller than 
Hadar Hacarmel, presents 
therefore both a functional 
and an sesthetic probviem 
That is the combined attitude 
adopted by Messrs. Weinraud 
and Mansfeld of Haifa, the 
architects who won the frst 
prize and whose plan will be 
presumably used for the 
scheme 


The area's configuration is 
roughly elliptical, highest in 
its northern portion. To the 


east and west it falls away 
into wadis, the slopes of which 
will be terraced! in accor- 


dance with the Judean land- 
scope and the wadis planted 
with trees. The ellipse itself 
will be epcircied by a road. 
creating an interior wherein 
no vehicles will be peru 
ted. The various parking sites, 
allowing for 1,200 cars, le 
along the outer ring but within 
eosy reach ot the various mi- 
nistries. To the North, a 36 
nmtre-wide artery, divided m- 
nes, running from the 
main. entrance on the Beth 
Hakerem Road across to Be- 
zalel Road and to the south 
2 shorter one joining two 
sides cf the circular road, cut 
the ellipse into three unequal 
sections. Together with minor 
ren ds they break the area in-

In the central portion, south 
of the main artery and north 
of the southern road, the 
various Ministries stand in 
staggered parallel ranks down 
one side, with only the Mi- 
nistry of Finance and the 
National Bank on the other. 
The intervening spece is fill- 
ed with gardens and a pond. 
Seen from the Beth Hakerem 
Road, these buildings con- 
stitute a rising and falling 
une integrating into the 
silhouette of Jerusalem, the 
nearest houses of which are 
enything. from 200 to 500 
metres distant from the near- 
est Government building. 
From within the Kirya there 
an uninterrupted view of 
Har Herzl, again a symbolic 
relation. The central section 
ends at the Archives and 
Museum and slopés down the 
rows of seats overlooking the 
seluting dase and the Perade 
Ground which lie along the 
second ‘road. Crossing it one 
errives at the third and sou-

thern section, the site of the 
High Court, the Ministries of 
Justice, Education, Health and 
Social Welfare. 


To the south-west, outside 
the circular road, sufficiently 
luw down so as not to ob- 
cure the view, are the liv- 
ing quarters of the Kirya’s 
servicing staff, a scheme built 
in a smaller ellipse, once 
again the conception of spa- 
tial volume. To the north- 
east, beyond the Knesset, hid- 
den by 
station, the workshops and 
stores. Still further north, 
beyond Batei Hum, outside 
the Kirya, the Tel Aviv Road 
is ta be replanned in order 
to permit the construction of 
a diplomatic and hotel quar- 
ter. 


Self Contained 

This plan for the Kirya is 
a self-contained entity of dig- 
nified M- or seven- storeyed 
stone buildings, in a land- 
scape whose aridity is reliev- 
ed by greenery and water. It 
is a loosely-knit conception 
that covers the Government 
Quarter’s connection with the 
city both from the point of 
view of aesthetics and of his- 
tory: indeed the Kirya sits 
easily on its heights. We note 
in Haifa how Baerwald’s idea 
of an harmonious complex 
fitted into Haifa’s planning 
has been spoiled by added 
ineongruities; and we hope 
that the home of Israel's Go- 
vermment will be realized by 
a strong hand insisting on the 
basic unity of whatever plan 
is adopted, to adorn, and be 
adorned by, Jerusalem H.
